The Dutch first and then the French 
Played such havoc at the Azores with 
the returning plate ships that from 1688 
a strong escort known as the Indian 
Guard met both the West and East In- 
dian ships at those islands amd con- 
voyed them to Spain; the French then 
improved upon the Dutchman’s method 
by sending a fleet to the New World 
in 1533 which sacked Cartagena and sev- 
| eral other places on the Spanish Main, 
though all that was done by both French 
| and Dutch was hardly more than spo- 
— and until the English mariner 
marked the plate fleet for his prey the 
Spaniard hardly noticed his losses at 
the hands of others; but from the day 
Sir Francis Drake sailed into the Carib- 
bean the galleon’s security vanished, and 
her wake across the seas was fouled 
with drifting spars, shattered hulks and 
blazing wreckage. 

Drake's Daring. 

After a bold attempt upon Nombre de 
Dios, which he called ‘“The Treasure of 
the World,’’ Drake withdrew to a se- 
cluded spot and entered upon a system 
of predatory warfare that drove the 
Spaniard to distraction. How many gal- 
leons fell victims to his daring there is 
no means of knowing; the San Felipe

Fahrenheit’s Early Experiments as 
an Amsterdam

And this 
little instrument is the thermometer, 
which bears the name of Fahrenheit. 

Before the seventeenth century men 
could only judge of the amount of heat 
prevailing at anyplace by their per- 
sonal sensations, and could only speak 
of the weather in a very indefinite way 
as hot or very hot, cold or very cold. 
In that century several attempts were 
made by s¢tentific experimenters by 
means of tubes containing oil, spirits of 
wine and other substances to establish 
& satisfactory means of measuring heat, 
buf none of them proved successful. 
Even Sir Isaac Newton, who applied his 
great mind to this work, and also the 
noted astronomer Halley, failed in their 
attempts to produce a heat measurer. 

It was reserved to Gabriel Daniel 
Fahrenheit, an obscure and poor man, 
a4 native of Dantzig, then under Poland's 
protection, now a Pruasian city, to give 
to the world the instrument which has 
proved to be so serviceable to mankind. 
He had failed in business a8 a merchant 
and, having a taste for mechanics and 
chemistry, began a series of €xperiments 
for the production of thermometers. At 
first he made these instruments, using 
aicohol, but soon became convinced that 
the semi-solid mercury was a more suit- 
able article to use in the glass tube. 

Fahrenheit had removed from Dantzig 
to Amsterdam, and there, about the 
year 1720, he made the mercury ther- 
mometer which has ever since been 
fashioned much like the original made 
nearly two centuries ago. 

The basis of his plan was to work on 
the tube at two points, respectively, at 
which water is congealed and boiled and 
graduate the space between. He began 
with an arbitrary marking, beginning 
with 32 degrees, because he found that 
the mercury descended 32 degrees more 
before coming to what he thought the 
extreme coid resulting from a mixture 
of ice, water and sal ammoniac. In 
174 he published a distinct treatise on 
the conc!usions that had resulted there- 
from. 7 
Ceisius of Stockholm soon after sug 
gested the mure rational graduation of 
100 degrees between freezing and boiling 
point. This was the centigrade ther- 
mometer. Reaumur proposed another 
graduation which has been accepted by 
the French. But by far the largest part 
of the civilized world Fahrenheit’s scale 
has been accented and used with 32 de- 
grees as freezing, 55 degrees @s temper- 
ate, 9% degrees as bloodheat and 12 de- 
grees as boiling point.

The pass is a long one, and for near- 
ly a thousand years succeeding house- 
holds of Augustinian monks have kent 
desolate and lonely vigil at the hospice 
often risking their lives to save way- 
farers from death. 


Supplies Bought in Summer. 
Every day during the brief summer 
weeks wagons £0 down to Aosta, Italy 


and return laden with supplies for the 


winter. The motor wagon cannot bs 
used on the Swiss side, for the great- 
er portion of the pass skirts steep and 
rugged precipices. It was over this road 
that Napoleon led his legions in 1800 
He passed one night at the hospice. 
where rich and poor are accommodated 
alike, regardless of remuneration. 

The building is plain, but will ac- 
commodate 3800 travelers at a time. A 
flight of stome steps leads to long cor- 
ridors and a rope is attached to a Big: 
nal bell. The rooms are simpfy fur- 
nished, but spotiessly clean, the wash 
ing utensile are of metal, and a few

complete the furnishing of each room, 
and there are heavy blankets on the 
beds. In the salon of the hespice is a 
piano, presented to the monks by King 
Edward. 

The meals are no more than substan- 
tial.

attractions for those who stép there. 


Pay If You Have Money. 

It is the custom for those who are 
sheltered to leave from $2 to $8 with the 
almoner on departing, but if he does 
not, it is taken for granted that he 
has no money. Many peasants and 
charity dependent are cared for there, 
and the overpay makes up for their 


_ nonpayment. 


There are many legends of histork 
interest about the hospice, and every 
traveler who spends @ night there has 
a story to tell. In the bleak and howl- 
ing winter nights the telephone fre- 
quently informs the monks that wayfar- 
ers are on their way, and Wagons are 
sometimes sent to meet them.

“My boys have all left me to make 
their fortunes alone in the aeria’ pro- 
fession,”’ said Capt. Baldwin to a Poat- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday, while he 
was grooming his sky steeds for the 
contest tomorrow. ‘“‘They have ieft me 
after slight disagreements, which has

T bid 
everyone of them godspeeed in his in- 
dividual! efforts. 

“Tam all the more gratified by their

of his heroism to a breathless world. 

‘There was hullaboo enough to scare 
any bear from here to Texas. Some of 
them are probably running yet. Bears 
are timid, you know; they hate noise 
and excitement. It's a wonder that he 
got one bear, that he ever saw 4 fresh 
track. All the able-bodied bears ‘skid- 
dooed at the first uproar so dear to the 
President’s heart. Those that remained 
were probably cubs or invalids that 
lacked either the sense or the strength 
to get out. 

_ Real Hunters, Brass Band. 

“Tf a real hunter went down 
now, 2 man that knows how to go into 
the weods quietly and hunt, he probably 
would get all the bears he wanted, But 
he would have to leave the brass band 
and the applauding gallery behind, and 
that Mr. Roosevelt cannot do.

Dr. Long was asked if he ever killed 
a bear 

“Yes,”” he answered; “eight or ten 
when I was younger, more of a hunter 
and less of a learner than now. I hunt- 
ed them alone, however—no guides, no 
dogs. A man who can’t do his own 
hunting but must depend on professional 
hunters and dogs has not much right to 
an opinion about the habits of anl- 
thals.”’ 

“Doesn't it require a lot of courage 
to hunt big game?’ he was asked. 
“Courage, your grandmother! 
Long exclaimed. “It takes some nerve 
to catch a chicken and wring its neck, 
but the courage consists not of facing 
the danger, but in overcoming your 
own heart's objection to the killing. I 
often have to hunt big animals for food 
when I am up north, but I never heard

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SLEIGHT OF HAND IN BRIBERY. 

The gravity of the bribery charge against two 
members of the House of Delegates is emphasized 
by the manner in which the money used dis- 
appeared as by sleight of hand.

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WOMEN AND ‘RACE SUICIDE.” 


Mrs. Stevens Assails the Roosevelt Dictum and a Post-Dispatch 
Writer Comes Up With Reinforcements for His 
Overthrow. 








RS. ADLAI STEVENSON, wife of a former Vice- 
a M President of the United States, has taken up Presi- 
P } dent Roosevelt's challenge to womanhood. 

for the first time since the famous “anti-race suicide 

dictum” was issued from the White House several years 
ago a woman of national prominence has ventured to 
question his conclusions and bint at the disastrous re- 
sults that would follow the general adoption of his be- 


liefs. 

Mrs. Stevenson bases a plea for fewer r..ther than 
more children on the ground that mothers and children 
alike benefit by limited families. 

“Some thought,” she urges, “should be given to pro- 
longing the life of the mother, and thus securing to these 
babes a mother’s care.”’ 

In my opinion, she is entirely right in her challenge of 

Mr. Roosevelt's views, and she is to be congratulated on her courage in stating 
epenly what all women who think and feel know in their hearfs is absolutely 
true. 

Yesterday I asked a woman 7 years old, who had been identified all her 
life with every movement for the advancement of her sex in America, if she 
did not approve of Mrs. Stevenson's remarks, and she, although herself a 
mother, replied: 

“Oh, I couldn’t think of discussing a subject so indelicate.’’ 

It is'such false and silly prudery as this which has left Mr. Roosevelt so 
long unanswered by American women, and it was in the face of this spirit that 
Mrs. Stevenson made her plea. 

I have never been able to see how Mr. Roosevelt had any more right or 
title to issue a flat against race suicide than he would have to say what color 
our parlor curtains shall be or whether we shall have burlap or cartridge paper 
in the dining room. They are all, though of varying importance, essentially 
woman questions for ‘women to solve; and it is not what Mr. Roosevelt or Mr. 
Jones or Mr. Brown thinks about race suicide that counts. Mrs. Jones and 
Mrs. Brown are the persons mainly concerned thereon, and therefere, most in- 
teresting to hear from. 

The poor woman of today who bears 10 children to live starved and stunt- 
ed morally and physically in mines and factories that grow rich by child 
labor, has not benefited anyone but the seekers after cheap labor. She takes 
the half loaf on which two or three might subsist scantily and divides and 
subdivides it till it can scarcely keep life flickering in the frail bodies of a 
too numerous offspring. 

It is not possible for the poor mother of a large family te mean so much 
to her children whom she must see grow up, because of their numbers, with- 
out the advantages of education and environment that might have been con- 
trived for one or two. 

This is considering the question entirely from the standpoint of the rights 
of the child to be well born and well cared for, and leaves untouched the right 
of the mother to her own life unhampered by premature age or lingering dis- 
ease. One need only contrast the extremes of fecundity and of childlessness, 
the faded, wornout woman who has had 16 children before she is 30, and the 
radiant society woman who has had none at all and retains the complexion 
and figure she had at 20, when she is 35, to realize wha‘ the Roosevelt dictum 
would exact of its victims. 

In my opinion it is questionable which of the two doeg society more harm— 
the one who has more children than the family can support and educate to be 
good citizens or the one who shirks these responsibilities altogether.

Corbett 
didn't claim any. title himself, at first. 
“I'll be known as the man who whipped 
McGovern. That's glory enough for 
me,’ he sald. 


OUNG CORBETT went right on 
VY fighting, But he mixed up with 
stage lifé, like all successful 
fighters. He. ‘began to drink more 
wine than water. He. began to slip 
back almost as swiftiy as he had 
come up. He beat Kid Broad and 
lee,,Bernstein, and fought a lot of 
@ectsioniess six-round bouts. Then he 
fought Eddie Hanlon in San Francis- 
co, Corbett didn’t train hard enough 
for that fight. Hanlon;. a promising 
‘youngster, outfought him for 20 
rounds, knocking him down and near- 
ly out in the eighteenth. Hanlon 
was only given a ‘‘draw” decision 
simply because Corbett Was matched 
with McGovern for the second trial. 
He beat Terry that time in 11 fierce- 
ly fought rounds. 

Then followed a dozen or more of 
little’ fights—mere pot boilers—after 
which Corbett’ met Hanlon again. 
This time Corbett was in shape and 
he gave the game little Frisco boy 
such a beating In 16 rounds that he 
never fought well afterward. Cor- 
bett beat Dave Sullivan in 11 rounds. 

And then, at the height of his career, | 
considered an invincible champion 
among the little men, he fought Jimmy: 
Britt and lost. This was the beginning 
ef Corbett’s downfall. Discouraged, he 
fell into dissipation. He lost his stamina 
and fighting skill. He put on many 
pounds of fat. After a few indifferent 
short’ fights Corbett went back to San 
Francisco and fought Battling Nelson. 
The Dane knocked him out tn 10 rounds. 
Corbett -had theught it impossible for 
panyone to knock him out. He got a re- 
turn match with Nelson, trained long 
and faithfully this time, and was 
knocked out again in nine’tounds. Cor- 
bett’s fighting career was over. He be- 
caine a punching bag for the men who 
eouldn't have whipped him a year er 
two before. But even now he fought 
like a champion, neither giving nor ask- 
ing for quarter. He fought the best men 
he could get matches with, and feught 
to win or be knocked out. He took his 
medicine. Hanlon beat him in 20 rounds. 
Aurelia Herrera knocked him olt in five. 
Fighting Dick Hyland knocked him out 
in five. Coming back to New York and 
going into several months of hard tra!n- 
ing to make one last desperaté attempt 
to “come back"’’ Corbett fought a six- 
reund draw with McGovern in Philadel- 
phia, and later Was badly beaten in six 
rounds by Tommy Murphy.

BOWLING INCREASE 


HAS BEEN API 


Statistics Show That It Is Now Sec- 
ond Only to Baseball Game 
in This Country. 








ORGANIZATION PERFECTED 





Cincinnati Tournament Expected to 
Surpass All Other Efforts— 
Sam Karpf Talks. 





Bowling, we all know, is as “old as 
the hills,” but the contrast between 
bowling of today and bowling 


olden times’’ is so great that a com- 
parison is impossible, says Sam Karpf, 
ex-secretary of the A. B. C., in the 
Brooklyn Times. 

Like other leading sports and pas- 
times, bowling and bowlers are today 
geverned by national bodies. This in 
itself has gone a long way to place 
the game on the high plane which it 
occupies todar. In the East the bow!l- 
ers have the National Bowling Assocta- 
tion to lead them on. The pin knights 
of the West and Middle West are 
guided in their destinies by the Amer- 
ican Bowling Congress, the parent or- 
ganization. The bowlers west of the 
Mississippi have as their Moses the 
Western Bowling Congress. Our ten- 
pin friends across the border, who are 
subjects of the King, have placed their 
faith in the Canadian Bowlers’ Asso- 
ciation, while the sphere wielders of our 
sister republic, Mexico, also have a na- 
tional body. 

These, however, are not all. The bowl- 
ers of New England, who fird as much 
pleasure in the rolling of smal! balls at 
the duck and candle pins as the ordi- 
nary bowler of today when rolling his 
favorite strike and spare game with 
the 16-pound ba‘l, whether it is made 
wholly of wood or loaded or turned 
from some forelgn substance, also have 
a governing body to whom they can 
refer in case of disputes and differences. 
It is known as the National Duck and 
Candle Pin Congress. Therefore, it will 
be readily seen that when it comes to 
governing bodies the bowlers are not 
very far behind their baseball friends. 


of ‘ve 


Bowling Commission. 


There is also in existence at the pres- 
ent time, a bowling commission, but su 
far it has net accomplished anything 
startling. Its reason for existing is to 
avoid any conflict in dates for the sev- 
eral ‘‘national’’ tournaments to be held 
during the months of. February and 
March, 1908. One really fortunate thing, 
for the bowlers and the game in gen- 
eral, is that the playing rules of the 
five governing tenpin bodies are almost 
identically the same, especially in the 
meéeasuremeuts as laid dewn for alleys, 
pins and balis, and also in the playing 
rules. 

The time has not yet come, and prob- 
ably will not for some time, when any 
of the governing bodies will try to exert 
themselves to such an extent as to han- 
dle the game from beginning to end in 
every section of the country. This can 
hardly be accomplished, because of the 
peculiar conditions which exist in the 
various large cities throughout the 
country where the game has secured a 
firm foothold. 

Every city association, league or tour- 


nament governs its own affairs accord- 


ing to conditions it is forced to confront, 
but all of them play under the rules and 
regulations as laid down by the parent 
body. They become a part and parce! of 
the major body, by joining the citv 
association or some similar subsidiary, 
and right here is where the powers of 
the ‘‘majors’’ stop. 


A. B. C. Is Best. 

The American Bowling Congress, how- 
ever, goes a step turther than the other 
bodies. It demands that all alleys on 
which its members roll be certified as 
being correct in construction, and also 
insists that all leagues and tournaments 
in which its members compete be sanc- 
tioned, in order to assure the payment 
of prizes and a fair and honest com- 
petition. Where these two things are 
not done, the American Bowling Con- 
gress is not responsible to its members 
for any defaults or other shortcomings. 

All these little details have gone a 
long way toward making the game pow- 
erfully strong in the West, and incl- 
dentally assures the wielder of the 
wooden sphere that he has some stand- 
ing in sports and pastimes. 


The bowling game has long ago ceased 
to be merely a barroom sport. Today 
alleys are in spacious halls, well lighted, 
well ventilated and kept spotlessly 
clean. It is now a game that all classes 
can play, not only without demoralizing 
effect, but with advantages. Rich and 
poor, professional and mechanic, banker 
and merchant, old and young, men and 
women can take a hand in it and de- 
rive benefit therefrom. At present the 
number of spectators that gather on 
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ordinary occasions is somewhat limited, 
because primarily it is a game of ac- 
tion that invites everybody to play rath- 
er than to watch. In the not distant 
future, it may be that observaion gal- 
leries on an exensive scale will be called 
for. With every growing Interest !{t is 
perhaps certain that such will be the 
case, but just now it is gratifyihg to say 
that professionalism is absent, and that 
bowling tenpins is more of a playing 
than spectacular game. 
Great Indoor Game. 

Until recently many estimable people 
thought bowling a pastime so undésery- 
ing of encouragement that. it should be 
tabooed; today it commands recognition 


as an excellent indoor game-—a@ game 
that of all confpetitive indoor contests 
is perhaps, the best for the health and 
exercise, and yet this is the game that 
until the last few years has held a 
minor place in public appreciation. 
There is nothing in bowling pings that 
ean be considered objectionable. It is 
athletic exercise, pure and aimple: it 
trains the eye, hardens the muscles of 
body and lIimb, and strengthens the 
nerve. If its surroundings are clean and

“MILLS A CHILD 


Doctor Was Near When Accident 
Happened, but Could Not - 
Save Life.

OWENSBORO, Ky., Oct. 2/.—Death, 
almost instant, from swallowing 4 
candle moth is the fate that befell 
10-year-old Jesse Moore, son of 
George’ Moore of the Whitesville sec- ) 
tion. The moth passed into the boy's 
windpipe, and although a physictan 
was in the house at the time, the ef- 
fects were so rapid and fatal that he 
could do nothing to save the child's 
life. 

A large moth was fluttering around 
the lamp, which sat on a table near 
the boy. Suddenly the moth flew in- 
to Jesse's open mouth. The father 
saw it and supposed that Jesse would 
be awakened, but he became black in 
the face and was apparently thrown 
into convulsions. 

In an adjoining 
child of the Moores was ill. Dr. Mc- 
Donald of Whitesville had called to 
attend it, and he and Mrs. Moore were 
at the bedside at the time. Mr. Moore 
hurriedly called Dr. McDonald. The 
doctor was at Jesse’s side within a 
few seconds, but found him far 
gone that nothing could be done. 

The moth had lodged squarely 
the top of the windpipe, completely 
shutting off his breath. Even this, 
under the circumstances, should not 
have produced death so quickly, and | 
it is supposed that some peculiar irri- 
tation of the nervous system wa" 
produced which hastened the process.

T., Oc. v.—-The buffalo 
herd which was presented to the na- 
tional Government by the New York 
Zoological Society last rear, to form 
the nucleus of a great Southwestern 
herd, is now on its new range of 7650 
acres specially prepared for it in the 
best portion of the Wichita forest and 
game reserve, 12 miles from here. 

Fifteen fine animals, the pick of the 
splendid herd of 45 head in the New 
Yerk Zoological Park, were crated, each 
@ roomy and comfortabie crates, and 
shipped to this place, where they have 
been given freedom as nearly 4s pessi- 
ble like their ideal days. In view of the 
pature and object of the shipment, a 
gift to the people, for the sole purpose 
of helping to preserve the American 
bison from ultimate extinction, the 
American Express Co. and the New 
York Central lines transported the two 
ears free of charge from New York to 
St. Louis, and the Wells-Sargo Express 
Co. made a similar arrangement over the 
Frisco Railroad from St. Louis io Cache. 


Plan oes inated in New York. 
The idea a Southwestern national 


herd, cee by a gift from the New 
York Zoological Scctety, originated with 
Dr. William T. Hornaday. director of 
the Zoological Park, and from its earli- 
est mention it was warmly ingorsed by 
the Executive Committee of the society. 
The offer was made to the Secretary 
of Agriculture. who immediately accept- 
ed it, and invited the society to select 
a site for the new fenced range that 
would be necessary. 

The society dispatched a spec:al agent, 
J. A. Loring, who went to the Wichita 
Reserve, and with Supervisor Ek. F. Mor- 
risrsevy, carefully examined the whole 
available territory. A leca.ion 
egreed upon. Mr. Loring submitted to 
the soctety an elaborate and thorough 
report, which was transmitted to the 
Pepartment of Axgriculture. and to Con- 
gress. 

Secretary Wilson secured @ svecial ap- 
propriation of $15,000 for the erection of 
a wire fence to inciose 12 square miles 
of 1amge, and to erect corrals, sieds 
and a hay barn. This work will soon 
be completed under the direction of the 
Porestry Bureau of the Department of 
Agriculture, whose officers are keenly 
finierested in the wunsertaking. All the 
improvements were planned by Mr. 
Hornaday, and the animals for the nu- 


‘cleus herd were carefully selectea by 


him. 

The buffalo herd of the New York 
Zoological Park has for a long time 
been one of the finest sights of that 
great home for wild animals. Original- 
ly planned to contain 20 head, it num- 
bered previous to this shipment 45 as 
handsome buffaloes of all ages as ever 
were brought together. Ten calves have 
been born this year. 

Too Many Buffalo. 

Notwithstanding the fine condition of 
this herd, thé officers of the Zoological 
Society know that the only sure way py 
which the American bison can be pre- 
served in full vigor is by establishing 
herds under national or State owner- 
ship, on public lands, in ranges so large 
and so diversified that the animals will 
be wild and free. Under such conditions, 
Dr. Hornaday declares that no ill ef- 
fects from inbreeding ever need be 
feared. 

The herd in the reservation 
composed as follows: Six 
cows, one bull, “Comanche,” 5 
old and master of the herd: one 
3% years old, two bulis and one 
in second vear and one pair of calves, 
male and female, 6 months old. 

In this collection four different strains 
of blood are represented and there will 


be nothing to fear from t!-breeding. 

The shipment was insecharge of Frank 
Rush, keeper of the Wichita buffalo 
range, and H. Raymond Mitchell, chief 
clerk of the New York Zoological Park. 
The buffaloes were transported in two 
patent stock cars, and traveled in pas- 
senger trains the entire distance. On 
arrival here 15 teams were in readiness 
to haul the buffaloes, still in crates, 12 
miles to the new range. 

At the range the animals were placed 
* one of the buildings and were liber- 
ated after a day's captivity to acquaint 
them with their new surroundings.
